A spokesperson for 
BT Openreach said: “An 
underground cable 
running through a 
private field that serves 
the properties affected 
has been damaged, after 
being cut numerous 
times by a plough. 

“This damaged cable 
needs to be completely 
replaced with 170m of 
new cable. 

“We are currently 
unable to complete these 
works, as we haven’t 
been able to reach an 
agreement with the 
landowner to replace the 
cable through their field, 
so our network planners 
are looking for an 
alternative solution.”

Local Rotarians’ gazebo 
marks World Polio Day 


COWBRIDGE Rotary Club 
will recognise World Polio Day 
by pitching their gazebo in 
Birds Lane, Cowbridge, 
tomorrow (Friday, October 24) 
between 1pm and 6.30pm. 

They hope to publicise the work 
done as part of Rotary’s 27-year 
mission to eradicate the crippling 
childhood disease of polio. 

GEM readers may know of some of 
Rotary’s local initiatives, but perhaps 
know less of Rotary International’s 
major global Initiative. 

In 1985, there were more than 125 
polio-endemic countries. The disease 
killed or crippled more than 1,000 
people a day, most of them children. 

Rotary launched POLIO PLUS that 
year, a multi-million dollar campaign 
to immunise the world’s children 
against polio. 

Since then. Rotary and its partners, 
the World Health Organisation, 
UNICEL and more recently, the Bill 
and Melinda Gates Loundation, have 
led the Global Polio Eradication 
Initiative. 

Rotary has contributed nearly $1.2 
billion and countless volunteer hours 
to the protection of more than two 
billion children in 122 countries. The 
disease remains endemic in three 


countries - Afghanistan, Nigeria, and 
Pakistan - although other countries 
remain at risk for imported cases. 

Rotary has also helped solicit 
financial support from donor 
governments, resulting in over $9 
billion in contributions. 

More than one million Rotarians 
have contributed to the success of the 
Polio eradication effort over that time. 
Since then, reported polio cases have 
dropped by 99 per cent - from 350,000 
in 1988 to fewer than 700 a year. 

Tremendous progress has been 
made but the world is not yet polio 
free. No child is safe from this 
crippling, sometimes fatal disease as 
long as one case of polio remains in the 
world. 

Rotary and its partners are ‘this 
close’ to making polio the second 
human disease, after smallpox, to be 
eradicated. 

With Ebola now threatening, now is 
the time to act. With our help, polio 
will be wiped out.

VOYAGE OF DISCOVERY 
WITH THE MERCY SHIPS 


AS a young man, I 
always thought that 
‘Mercy Ships’ were 
the likes of Radio 
Caroline, which 
saved us from the 
boredom of the 
BBC light orchestra 
on long wave... 

However, on October 
8, I and many others at 
Cowbridge U3A were 
enlightened by a talk 
from Ken and Coralie 
Payne, who explained 
the admirable work done 
by their organisation’s 
ship in visiting various 
west African nations in 
order to carry out dental 
and other operations 
such as cateract 
removals and cleft 
palette adjustments. 

It is quite sobering to 
consider that in 
Cowbridge we have the 
benefit of three dental 
practices, whereas in 
Liberia, there are three in 


the whole country. 

Eurthermore, 50 per 
cent of the population of 
West Africa have no 
access to a doctor or 
hospital. The benefits of 
the treatments are 
considerable, as many 
believe that physical 
disfigurement is the sign 
of a curse and such 
victims should be 
regarded as outcasts.

ELIZABETH 
RICHARDS is the 
type of lady who 
apologises for not 
getting to the phone 
quickly enough - 
even though she is 
undergoing 
treatment for 
cancer! 

Elizabeth, who lives in 
Ogmore-by-Sea, is not 
comfortable making a 
fuss - but her situation 
has forced her to do just 
that. 

The simple fact is that 
12 months ago, she asked 
to be put on the anti¬ 
cancer drug Avastin and 
was turned down. 

She made no fuss at 
the time and she and her 
family took on the cost of 
the treatment - two 
injections per month at 
£1,000 a time. 

Now, with evidence 
that the drug has had a 
beneficial effect over the 
last year, she is running 
out of cash and has re¬ 
appealed to the Cardiff 
and Vale Health Board - 
this time with strong 
support from her 
consultant. 

She also has the 
support of Vale MP Alun 
Cairns. 

He said: “For the past 
year Miss Richards has 
paid the huge sum for the 
drug Avastin, knowing

GEM that she had 
absolutely no complaints 
over her treatment. This 
was an issue concerning 
allocation of resources. 

She said: “All the 
hospital staff - at the 
Princess of Wales and at 
Velindre - have been 
brilliant. Ever since I was 
first diagnosed, I have 
had excellent care.” 

Ironically, Elizabeth 
has spent 40 years 
working in the NHS, 
most of that time as a 
radiographer at the 
Princess of Wales. 

After her official 
retirement, she continued 
to work in that post for a 
few days a week, and 
when she complained of 
pain in her shoulder, a 
prompt X-Ray meant that 
a cancerous tumour was 
spotted quickly. 

Elizabeth said: “The 
tumour was on my spine 
and I started having 
treatment at Velindre. My 
consultant said that 
Avastin was the only 
other drug I could take 
but, to be frank, she was 
not convinced it could 
help.” 

Elizabeth decided to 
pay for the drug, and also 
appealed to her local 
health board to see if it 
would fund the

treatment. 

Initially, she appealed 
to Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board, but was 
turned down because she 
should have applied to 
Cardiff and Vale Health 
Board. 

However, that health 
board also turned her 
down. 

In the meantime, 
however, there had been 
encouraging signs for 
Elizabeth. 

She explained: “The 
position of the tumour 
was causing intense 
nerve pain. Many people 
feel that is the worst type 
of pain, and it was 
absolutely excruciating! 

“However, when the 
very first Avastin 
injection was made, the 
pain went away almost 
immediately.” 

That exciting news 
was no flash in the pan. 
Elizabeth has had no pain 
since that day - 
something that has made 
a huge difference to her 
quality of life. 

The monitoring of the 
treatment has been 
encouraging, and 

Elizabeth said: “The last 
three scans have been 
brilliant.” 

The positive results 
ever since she started 
taking Avastin have 
encouraged her to 
believe that she has a 
chance of a successful 
appeal this time around. 

She said: “My 

consultant says that my 
response to Avastin has 
been so good that it must 
give me a good chance 
on appeal.” 

Ever since her 
diagnosis, Elizabeth’s 
family has been a 
massive support for her. 
Her sister, Carol-Anne 
Lonsdale, has been ever 
present, and takes her for 
treatment in Velindre 
Hospital regularly. 

Elizabeth said: “To be 
denied the drug Avastin 
that is having such a 
positive effect is 
devastating. 

“I am incredibly 
grateful to the support 
shown by my family and 
friends, but without this 


drug my life is going to 
be significantly 

shortened.” 

Alun Cairns said: “For 
an individual and family 
to have to shoulder the 
financial burden for a 
drug that works so 
effectively is nothing 
short of scandalous. 

“I do not wish to 
criticise the staff in the 
hospitals who perform a 
magnificent job. 

However, an individual 
that is receiving such an 
effective drug should not 
have to pay such an 
enormous amount of 
money simply because 
they happen to live in 
Wales. 

“This is a stark and 
very upsetting example 
of how health policy in 
Wales can impact upon 
people’s lives. I would 
ask, how many people 
can afford to spend 
£2,000 per month on a 
potentially lifesaving 
drug?” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “We 
cannot comment on 
individual cases. 

“We remain 

committed to fighting 
cancer but while Avastin 
has been appraised by 
the National Institute for 
Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) for 
use in the treatment of 
certain cancers, it has 
not been approved for 
routine use in the NHS in 
England or Wales. 

“If a clinician believes 
a patient will gain 
significantly more benefit 
from a treatment which is 
not routinely available 
on the NHS, they can 
apply to their health 
board for funding 
through the Individual 
Patient Eunding Request 
process. 

“In Wales, all 
medicines approved for 
use by either NICE or the 
All Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group are 
routinely available to all 
eligible patients. 

“We are proud that 
patients have such access 
to proven and cost- 
effective treatments for 
all conditions.” 



EILEEN WATKINS. 

FIFTY family and 
friends of Eileen 
Watkins, met in the 
magnificent new 
assembly hall at 
Pendoylan (Church 
in Wales) Primary 
School on Saturday, 
to pay homage to 
her life. 

In a simple but moving 
ceremony, a handsome 
oak bench was presented 
by her husband, Basil, 
and sons Greg and Tim 
Watkins, as a memorial to 
the time she spent there. 

Warm tributes were 
paid to a truly remarkable 
lady, who had left an 
imprint on ah who knew 
her, both young and old. 

Eileen graduated at the 
University of 

Birmingham, where she 
had met Basil, who was 
studying engineering. 
They married and 
enjoyed 58 years 
together. 

She taught at 
Birmingham, Barry and 
Cardiff, before she retired 
after a highly successful 
44-year career. 

Eileen and Basil lived 
in the parish of 
Pendoylan for 46 years, 
and were closely 
involved in community 
life, including the fork 
suppers, village hall 
activities, and The Best 
Kept Village competition. 

Following retirement, 
Eileen worked for many 
years as a volunteer 
teacher at Pendoylan. In 
recognition of her 
contribution to the school 
and the parish, the bench 
was unveiled 

overlooking the tennis 
courts, enjoying 

wonderful views of the 
countryside beyond. 

It was dedicated by 
Father Edwin Counsell, 
who spoke warmly of 
Eileen’s renowned sense 
of humour and her 
immense contribution to 
the life of the local 
community. 

“I remember the first 
time I met Eileen; it was 
in Pendoylan School hah 
and she referred to me as 
‘Young Man’!” he 
recalled with a smile. 

“I also remember the 
moment some time 
afterwards when I knew 
I’d found a place in 
Eileen’s good books, 
because she 

complimented me on 
changing the supplier of 
Communion wafers at 
church, replacing the 
previous ones, which 
were of highly 
questionable quality and 
freshness! 

“Today, I find myself 
remembering Eileen with 
three words in my mind: 
The first is a memory of 
her as a parishioner. 
Strictly speaking, that’s 
someone who lives in the

parish; yet Eileen was so 
much more than a local 
resident; she embodied 
what it is to be part of 
the heart and soul of this 
parish. 

“The reputation of 
Pendoylan parish went 
before it, and I knew of 
that reputation well 
before I came here to be 
the Parish Priest, 20 
years ago. One of the 
landmark events in the 
Pendoylan calendar was 
the Fork Supper - a great 
event held on the school 
field each year, at which 
Eileen played a critical 
role as part of the team. 

“Whether it was 
preparation for the event, 
or selling raffle tickets 
on the night, Eileen was 
at the heart of things and 
it just seems so 
appropriate that we’re 
dedicating a bench in her 
memory that looks out 
across that same school 
field. 

“Eileen was also a 
teacher - a profession 
that’s partly learned, but 
is mostly in the DNA. 
Eileen taught in a variety 
of schools, including 
some very challenging 
communities and 
gathered a wealth of 
experience that she was 
able to use to such good 
effect here in Pendoylan 
School. 

“I have such a vivid 
memory of her sitting 
with children and 
supporting them in their 



reading, the children 
focussed on their books 
and Eileen gently 
keeping them on task. 

“Yes, a tangible 
reminder of Eileen’s 
work here in the school 
just seems so appropriate, 
because a teacher leaves a 
bit of themselves behind 
wherever they go and 
especially in the lives of 
the people they teach.” 

Mr Watkins also spoke 
of Eileen’s dedication as 
a teacher who was 
determined that pupils 
left her charge with a 
sound grasp of the basic 
educational requirements, 
delivered in a disciplined 
manner. 

This was illustrated 
when he had work done 
on his house some years 
previously...“The builder 


approached me, and said, 
in guarded tones, ‘Did 
your wife teach at such 
and such a school?’, and 
when I nodded, he said, 
‘She taught me, and my 
word she was strict!’ 

“I said that was 
probably why he had 
such a good job now!” 

The plaque on the 
bench reads: 

IN MEMORY OF

Mrs Watkins, who lived 
in the parish, was married 
to Basil (Chairman of 
Governors), taught for 
over 40 years.

T his week, 
we debated a 
motion 

which was agreed 
by all four party 
Leaders in the 
Assembly on the 
future of 
devolution for 
Wales. 

It was widely 
welcomed that we had 
secured such a 
statement of purpose 
and commitment to 
make sure that Wales 
can speak with a united 
voice. 

This is vital 
following the historic 
Scottish Referendum 
and the commitment to 
further devolution for 
Scotland. It is clear that 
our voice must be 
heard, particularly in 
relation to our financial 
position with reducing 


public finances. 

That is why we 
produced a full 
statement of the powers 
and levers we believe 
we need in Wales - to 
boost the economy and 
support our public 
services. 

We welcomed the 
Prime Minister’s 
commitment that ‘Wales 
will be at the heart of 
the debate on the future 
of the United Kingdom’ 
and called for talks to 
begin immediately 
between the Welsh 
Government and UK 
Government on our 
financial position - 
drawing on the work of 
the independent 
Holtham Commission 
and the cross party Silk 
Commission, which 
provided evidence and 
support for a fairer 
funding settlement for 
Wales. 


The motion went on 
to address a number of 
issues and needs with a 
clear timetable for 
response from the UK 
Government in this 
current Westminster 
Parliamentary session. 

Fortunately, progress 
is being made as the 
Wales Bill is proceeding 
through the House of 
Lords, with widespread 
support and lively 
debate on a number of 
amendments which 
relate to our motion 
debated in the Senedd 
this week.

In a nutshell, we 
don’t want to undermine 
the ties of solidarity and 
citizenship that link us 
to the rest of the UK, 
but we want to be able 
to respond to the needs 
of Wales in line with our 
political values. 

“I have to insist that 
we want and need to be 
able to do this within an 
overall financial 
settlement that is 
demonstrably fair to us 
and fair to the rest of 
the UK.”

Students awarded 
Nuffield bursaries 


ST GYRES students Safwan 
Iqbal, Ewan Salter and 
Martin Sharratt were among 
the 68 A-Level students 
awarded a Nuffield bursary 
this year out of 270 
applicants. 

The students carried out original 
research over their summer holiday 
and then wrote up their findings 
before presenting them to an audience 
at Techniquest. 

The audience included the Nobel 
Prize winner. Professor Sir Martin 
Evans, who pioneered research into 
stem cells. He even brought along his 
Nobel medal to the event. 

Safwan was based at the Wales 
Heart Research Institute and carried 
out research into how neutrophil 
volume affects the number of 


microbes that are able to 
phagocytose. This will help in our 
understanding of how the immune 
system fights pathogens. 

Ewan carried out a range of 
techniques at the nephrology 
department of the Heath Hospital. He 
researched micro RNA and their 
potential as a biomarker for chronic 
kidney disease. 

Martin was based at Cardiff 
University School of Biosciences and 
researched the distribution of dog 
parasites in the parks of south Wales, 
contributing to a national survey of 
the incidence of parasites. 

The students were able to explain 
their findings to Sir Martin - a 
phenomenal achievement. Students 
in year-12 can apply for next year’s 
Nuffield bursaries early in 2015. SB

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Consortium s bid to 
improve local schools 


THE Minister for 
Education, Huw Lewis has 
launched the Welsh 
Government’s vision for 
education in Wales for the 
next six years - with an 
emphasis on self¬ 
improving school systems 
at its core. 

With 408 schools across the 
Central South region, covering 
Bridgend, Cardiff, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Rhondda Cynon Taf and 
the Vale of Glamorgan, already 
committed to the Central South 
Wales Challenge, his vision isn’t 
far off. 

Launched in January, the 
Central South Wales Challenge 
has created school improvement 


groups (SIGs), made up of 
around 11 primary schools or 
seven secondary schools, which 
allow schools to identify 
strengths, and share and develop 
them across all the schools 
involved. 

In addition to the creation of 
SIGs, the challenge has 
established a series of pathfinder 
relationships, consisting of a 
support school and a pathfinder 
school, which research has 
shown sees significant 
improvements in both schools. 

Coun Christopher Elmore, 
Central South Consortium joint 
committee chair and the Vale 
Council’s cabinet member for 
education, said: “The Central 
South Wales Challenge is 
designed to build capacity across 


schools, so they can learn from 
each other and lead a self¬ 
improving school system. We are 
delighted by the uptake and 
engagement of schools in school 
improvement groups and 
pathfinders. 

“Our aspiration is for all 
education authorities in the 
region to be among the top 
performing in Wales in absolute 
terms. 

“Children in this region 
deserve no less and I am 
confident in the work that we are 
doing with schools, with the 
Consortium and with Welsh 
Government, that we can build 
upon our success this year and 
go on to raise expectations and 
deliver ever higher improvement 
across the region.”

Hospital ‘spot checks’ 
show good practice 


UNANNOUNCED 
spot checks to test 
standards of care in 
district general 
hospitals across 
Wales have found 
“no systemic issues 
of concern”, a 
report has said. 

The independent 
team carrying out the 
checks on wards found 
numerous examples of 
good and notable 
practice which far 
outweighed a few, 
isolated examples where 
shortcomings in patient 
care were identified. 

The spot checks will 
now be extended to look 
at the standard of care 
elderly patients receive 
on mental health wards 
in hospital settings. 

Health and Social 
Services Minister Mark 
Drakeford ordered the 
spot checks to be carried 
out, as part of the Welsh 
Government’s response 
to an independent review 
of care at the Princess of 
Wales and Neath Port 


Talbot hospitals, by 
Professor June Andrews 
and Mark Butler. 

The spot checks of 
adult inpatient wards at 
district general hospitals 
in Wales were carried 
out by an independent 
team of senior 
individuals, overseen by 
leading Scottish 
academic Prof Andrews, 
former NHS England 
strategic health authority 
chief executive Sir Ian 
Carruthers and Professor 
Phil Routledge, chair of 
the All Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group. 

They took place 
between June 15 and 
July 30 and focused on 
four areas raised in the 
Trusted to Care report: 
medicines management; 
hydration; the use of 
night-time sedation and 
continence care. 

They were undertaken 
at all 20 district general 
hospitals in 70 adult 
inpatient wards, between 
6am and midnight, on 
weekdays and at 
weekends.

Street lights 
set to go out 
across the Vale 


MORE than two- 
thirds of the Vale’s 
street lights are to 
be switched off 
from midnight to 
6am in a bid to 
save £1 million 
over the next three 
years. 

This policy will not, 
at present, apply to LED 
street lights - which are 
much more energy- 
efficient. 

However, the Vale 
Council’s figures say 
that less than a third of 
the Vale’s street lights 
are LED. The figure is 
expected to rise to 
“almost a third” by the 
end of the financial 
year. 

A council spokesman 
also pointed to savings 
in CO 2 emissions as a 
plus point to the plan. 

The proposal to 
introduce part-night 
lighting and reduce 
energy consumption 
was agreed by the 
council’s cabinet on 
Monday, October 20, 
and will see the hours 
that street lights are lit 
changed to between 
dusk and midnight, and 
again from 6am until 
dawn. 

In a statement, the 
council said that the 
total energy costs for 
the last financial year 
amounted to just over 
£900,000, including all 
street lights, road 
furniture, and traffic 
signals. 

The existing LED 
lighting programme, 
and the new part-night 
lighting, will reduce this 
by over a third, with 
estimated savings of 
£370,000 a year. 

It will also reduce the 
council’s CO 2 emissions 
by 1,338 tonnes, making 
a “vast contribution” to 
the Carbon Reduction 
Commitment Energy 
Efficiency Scheme 
introduced in 2014. 

Main road lighting 
will be subject to a risk 
assessment to determine 
whether they remain lit 
all night or are

converted to part night 
lighting. 

Lighting in areas of 
high night time activity, 
such as town centres 
and busy junctions and 
areas of CCTV 
operation, will remain 
unchanged. 

Conn Rob Curtis, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for the 
environment, said: “Not 
only will the use of 
LED technology and 
part-night lighting help 


to save a significant 
amount of money over 
the next few years, 
which is essential, it 
will also have huge 
environmental benefits 
for the area. 

“We would like to 
reassure those who may 
be worried about part- 
night lighting that we 
will be having detailed 
discussions with our 
emergency service 
partners to ensure all 
risk assessments are 
vigorous and 
comprehensive, to 
ensure that all areas 
remain safe.”

F or anyone 
who saw the 
brutal prison 
drama Starred Up 
earlier this year, 
lead actor Jack

Greengrass-like in its 
immediacy, as Hook is 
chased by a group intent 
on killing him; using 
close-ups, cameras 
mounted on the actors 
and handheld footage, 
it’s a horrifically stylish 
set-piece from the 
director. 

There are classical 
elements at play, with 
the likes of Assault On 
Precinct 13 a 
touchstone for Demange 
in terms of visual tone 
as well as its 
soundtrack, which is 
sparse and tension¬ 
building, with the film 
having the hallmarks of 
a western, the black 
hats and white hats 
replaced by berets and 
dodgy 1970s haircuts. 

Working with his 
cast, he draws out 
strong performances 
across the board, with 
Jack O’Connell a 
tremendous lead. 

It’s a performance of 
physicality, much like 
his turn in Starred Up, 
but here there is less 
front and more soul- 
searching, as events 
unfold and Hook 
realises that the odds 
are against him sur’s 
performance that allows 
O’Connell to show 
vulnerability and it’s 
hugely watchable. 

The film rests 
squarely on his 
shoulders, but alongside 
are some wonderful 
turns. Sean Harris 
excels at quiet 
psychopaths, and he’s at 


home here as an 
undercover officer 
whose tactics are 
resolutely off the books, 
while Killian Scott as a 
key figurehead hoping 
to make a name for 
himself is 

uncompromising, and 
Barry Keoghan’s Sean 
provides a tease of 
redemption, torn 
between fitting in or 
doing the right thing. 

If there’s any 
criticism of ‘77 it’s only 
in the fact that the story 
doesn’t really take you 
anywhere unexpected; if 
you’re versed in these 
survival stories you can 
probably see the beats 
coming, while the 
villains of the piece are 
little too broad. These 
quibbles aside, ‘77 is a 
superbly tense effort. 

VERDICT - A 
further star-making turn 
from Jack O’Connell 
anchors an impressive 
piece of work in ‘77. 

Its ‘man left behind’ 
plot may not surprise; 
but Yann Demange’s 
superb direction 
delivers the tension and 
brutality that will draw 
you in. 

Not an easy watch, 
but well worth 
investigating further. 
Recommended.

the youngsters.” 

Jon said that whether in Barry or further afield 
rugby union becomes a way of life for those that 
join a club. 

“It gives a person discipline, the chance to meet 
people make friends and have a great social life.”

Griff was ‘a legend in 
modern day falconry’ 


‘A legend in modern day 
falconry’ - that’s how the 
family of Ceri John Griffiths, 
affectionately known as 
‘Griff’, will always remember 
him. 

Griff (71) died following a tragic 
accident while a tree was being felled 
at the Welsh Hawking Centre on the 
outskirts of Barry. 

His stepson Jamie, the centre 
manager, said that he and his younger 
brother. Griff junior, were determined 
to continue Griff senior’s lifetime 
work. 

Jamie told The GEM: “Griff 
founded the Welsh Hawking Centre 
when he took over the old Cardiff Zoo. 

“He took on all the animals at the 
time, too, but his passion was always 
birds of prey and he became a legend 
in falconry. Griff was 71 and had flown 
birds for 55 years! He started out as a 
teacher and in every facet of life he 
was an educator - whether it was 
teaching nursery age children or 


people drawing their pensions.” 

The Welsh Hawking Centre has its 
own education centre. 

Jamie said: “It proved a real hit with 
schools who came. There was a real 
thrill for people when Griff was 
imparting his knowledge to visitors - 
he enjoyed the reaction. 

“I and my brother Griff junior will 
continue Griff’s legacy and to strive 
for what he wanted.” 

Griff was a pioneer in breeding birds 
of prey using artificial insemination 
and helped to set up programmes 
abroad. 

He was also a tireless worker in the 
local community serving as president 
of the local Rotary Club. 

Jamie added: “We will always 
remember Griff for his massive 
contribution to wildlife and 
conservation work.” 

Griff’s funeral will take place at 
Cardiff and Glamorgan Memorial Park 
and Crematorium on Wednesday, 
October 29 at 2.15pm. Mourners are 
invited to Wenvoe Castle and Golf 
Club after the service.

About Homes4U and what we do... 


What b the Homes4U scheme? 

Homes4u is the way that the Vale of Glamorgan Council 
advertises and allocates social housing available in the Vale. 
Homes4U is a‘common housing waiting list’ run in 
partnership with the four Housing Associations operating in 
the area. 

The aim of Homes4U is to provide affordable housing for 
rent to households and individuals in ‘housing need’. For 
example, people who are unable to access housing which is 
suitable and that they can afford on the open market, by 
renting privately or buying a home. Tenants already living in 
social housing can also be members of Homes4U if they need 
to transfer to another property. 

Homes4U is a choice-based lettings system, meaning that 
people are able to choose the property they apply to live in. 


Whoisel^fbrHomes4U? 

Membership of Homes4U is open to anyone, aged 16 or 
over, who is seeking rented accommodation in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Homes4U uses a system of priority bands; those in the 
greatest need of housing will be awarded a Gold priority, 
with this reducing to Silver and Bronze priority bands for 
those with less urgent housing need. 

Households with the highest level of priority are those who 
are homeless, have a medical priority, are overcrowded, 
under-occupying or living in a home where there are 
significant hazards to health. 

What about people ivi^ h ixial cnmmuiities? 


What do you mean by choice based letdi^ 

Choice -based lettings allow tenants and prospective tenants 
to bid for the properties they are interested in, rather than 
simply being allocated a property. 


The system gives applicants greater control 
over the lettings process by giving them a 
choice of accommodation and the 
opportunity to express a preference of 
where it is they want to live.This is good for 
communities, as applicants will only bid for 
homes in the areas they wish to live in, 
which is often where they have a 
connection to, e.g. where they currently 
live, work or have family. 


The Council recognises there are specific difficulties 
associated with accessing housing in the rural Vale, for 
example; the cost of private renting, being able to find a 
suitable adapted property or leaving tied accommodation. 

Housing issues in the rural Vale are often hidden, as people 
find their own solutions or may not be aware that they can

In response to this. Local Lettings 
Policies are applied to new rural 
housing developments.This means 
that people with a local connection 
to a rural town or village are 
prioritised, whichever band they are in.

What is a common housir^ register? 

A common housing register is one waiting list for 
everyone waiting for accommodation in the Vale.The 
Council manages Homes4U on behalf of the Housing 
Associations, so social rented properties, whether they are 
owned by the Council or a Housing Association are 
advertised and allocated in the same way. 

Members of Homes4U can bid on homes available from the 
Council, Hafod, Newydd, United Welsh and Wales and West 
Housing Associations.There is only one form to fill in and no 
need to register with each organisation separately. 


The Council also has a Rural Housing Enabler who is able 
to provide housing advice to people in rural communities. 


How aie propetlies advettised? 


All available properties are advertised every fortnight.The 
adverts open on a Thursday and closes the following 
Wednesday. 

Adverts are placed in local newspapers (Barry and District, 
Penarth Times and The Gem), in the Civic Office in Barry 
and on the Councils website.You can also sign up for the 
Councils e-news to receive the advert. 

Following the closure of the advert a shortlist of bidders will 
be drawn up and the applicant in the highest priority will be 
offered the property. If they do not want to accept the 
property it will be offered to the next highest bidder and so on. 


Hew does a Homes4U member express an 
iiterest in a property? 

Individuals who have applied to Homes4U will have a 
membership card and number.When the advert opens, 
Homes4U members bid for the homes they are 
interested in. Bidding can be done through various 
methods such as phone, fax, via the web-site and by text. 

How do I become a Homes4U membei? 

You will need to register with Homes4U by filling in 
an application form, either a paper copy or online.A 
Homes4U Officer is also available to help you 
complete the form if you need some assistance.

WINTER IS APPROACHING... 

So now is the 
time to get your 
vehicle serviced 


W inter driving is all 
about proper 
preparation and 
ROSPA - the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of 
Accidents - emphasises 
that you and your car 
should be well prepared for 
journeys in the poor 
weather we are likely to get 
in the months ahead. 

A spokesman pointed out: 
“Driving in the winter is very 
different from at other times of the 
year. 

“Poor weather and longer 
periods of darkness, especially 
after the clocks go back at the end 
of October, makes driving more 
hazardous. 

“Sometimes conditions can be 
extreme - in recent years we have 
experienced extremes of 
flooding. 

“This means that we need to 


adapt the way we drive. Different 
weather conditions create 
different hazards throughout the 
winter and in different areas of the 
country at different times. 

“A single journey may take us 
into very different weather, road 
and traffic conditions, so we need 
to be prepared for each one.” 

He stressed that responsible 
motorists made sure they had a 
proper service before the start of 
winter and ensured the vehicle 
had sufficient anti-freeze. 

What are the main things you 
need to have checked before the 
onset of adverse weather 
conditions? 

You should ensure that: 

Lights are clean and working. 

The battery is fully charged. 

Windscreen, wiper blades and 
other windows are clean and the 
washer bottle filled with screen 
wash. 

The condition of tyres needs to 
be good, the tread depth and 


pressure need to meet legal 
requirements (and that includes 
the spare!). 

Brakes need to work well. 

Fluids should be kept topped 
up, especially windscreen wash 
(to the correct concentration to 
prevent it freezing), and also anti¬ 
freeze and oil. 

PREPARE YOUR JOURNEY 

The spokesman said that if a 
motorist was undertaking a long 
journey, being prepared was 
essential. 

“Listen to local or national 
weather broadcasts and travel 
bulletins - especially for the areas 
you will be driving through. 

“As conditions can change 
rapidly, check them regularly and 
be prepared to change your plans 
if conditions on your route 
worsen.”

The spokesman 

continued: “If conditions 
are very bad, and the 
emergency services are 
recommending that 
people don't travel, then 
avoid making your 
journey unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

“Can you postpone 
your trip? Can you travel 
by other means, or avoid 
the need for the journey 
completely by using the 
phone or email? 

“Of course, what's 
‘essential’ to one person 
may not be to another; 
we each have to make 
our own decisions 
according to our 
circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic 
about which journeys are 
essential and which ones 
could be postponed. 

If you decide you 
really must travel: 

• Let someone 
know where you are 
going and what time you 
hope to arrive, so that 
they can raise the alarm 
if you get into 
difficulties. 

• Make sure you 
plan alternative routes in 
case your main choice of 


route becomes 

impassable. 

• Keep your 
fuel tank near to full to 
ensure that you do not 
run out. 

• Make sure you 
have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can 
call for help or alert 
someone if you're 
delayed - it could be a 
long walk to a phone, if 
you don't have a mobile 
phone. 

• If you don’t 
have an emergency kit in 
your vehicle, at least take 
extra warm clothes, 
boots and a torch. 
Consider keeping a 
couple of long-life 
energy bars in the glove 
box. 

• Clear your 

windows and mirrors 
completely of snow and 
ice before you set off 
(make sure the heater is 
blowing warm air before 
setting off - it will keep 
your windscreen clear.) 

Prepare yourself 
The ROSPA 

spokesman said most 
people have little 
experience of driving in 
extreme conditions, such 
as snow, so the 
organisation advised 


people to take some time 
to consider how it affects 
their driving. 

He urged: “Don’t just 
drive as normal. When 
was the last time you had 
any driver assessment or 
training? This is an ideal 
time for some refresher 
training. If your 
employer provides driver 
training, take advantage 
of it. 

“Or you can contact 
the RoSPA Advanced 
‘Drivers and Riders 
Group’ in your area. To 
find out which is the 
nearest to you, go to 
www.roadar.org. 

“A lot of us will catch 
colds or other illnesses 
during the winter. 

“If you’re feeling so ill 
that your driving might 
be affected, don’t take 
the chance of driving.” 

DRIVING IN 
ICE OR SNOW 

If you find yourself 
driving in snow, or on icy 
or snow covered roads, 
ROSPA says you must 
adapt your driving to the 
conditions. 

The spokesman 

advised: “Reduce your 
speed. The chances of 
skidding are much 


greater and your stopping 
distance will increase 
massively. 

“Only travel at a speed 
at which you can stop 
within the distance you 
can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the 
maximum in ideal 
conditions; in difficult 
conditions, they can 
often be too fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration, or 
sharp steering. 

“Always reduce your 
speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on 
slippery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty 
of time before bends and 
corners. 

“Braking on an icy or 
snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. 
The centrifugal force will 
continue to pull you 
outwards and the wheels 
will not grip very well. 
This could cause your 
vehicle to spin. 

“To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels, get into a 
low gear earlier than 
normal, allow your speed 
to fall, and use your 
brakes gently. 

“Increase the gap 


between you and the 
vehicle in front. You may 
need up to TEN TIMES 
the normal distance for 
braking. 

“Keep your vehicle 
well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can 
quickly make you 
drowsy. 

“In snow, stop 
frequently to clean the 
windows, wheel arches, 
lights and number plates. 

“Visibility will 

probably be reduced, so 
use dipped headlights. 

“During wintry 

weather, road surfaces 
are often wet and/or 
covered in frost and ice 
or snow. But this does 
not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often 
have isolated patches of 
frost or ice after most of 
the road has thawed - 
this commonly occurs 
under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow 
is a motorist’s worst 
nightmare, so what 
should you do? 

The spokesman said: 
“If you get stuck in snow 
revving your engine to 
try to power out of the rut 
will just make the rut 
worse. 


“Instead, move your 
vehicle slowly 

backwards and forwards 
out of the rut using the 
highest gear you can. 

“If this doesn't work, 
you may have to ask a 


friendly passer-by for a 
push or get your shovel 
out. 

The spokesman 

continued: “If you get 
caught in a snow drift, 
don’t leave your vehicle. 


Call your breakdown 
service or the emergency 
services and let help 
come to you.”

The spokesman 
added: “Aquaplaning is 
caused by driving too 
fast into surface water. 
When the tyre tread 
cannot channel away 
enough water, the tyres 
lose contact with the 
road and your car will 
float on a wedge of 
water. 

“Aquaplaning can be 
avoided by reducing 
speed in wet conditions. 

“Having the correct 
tyre pressure and tyre 
tread depth will 
maximise your tyres’ 
ability to maintain their 
road grip. 

“If it happens, ease 
off the accelerator and 
brakes until your speed 
drops sufficiently for the 
car tyres to make contact 
with the road again.” 

FLOODED 

ROADS 

How should you 
tackle roads where 
flooding has taken 


place? 

The top tips are: 

Avoid the deepest 
water - which is usually 
near the kerb. 

Don’t attempt to cross 
if the water seems too 
deep. 

If you are not sure of 
the water’s depth, look 
for an alternative route. 

If you decide to risk 
it, drive slowly in first 
gear but keep the engine 
speed high by slipping 
the clutch - this will 
stop you from stalling. 

Be aware of the ‘bow 
wave’ from approaching 
vehicles - operate an 
informal ‘give way’ with 
approaching vehicles.

experts know what they are 
talking about when it comes 
to the roadworthiness of vehicles. 

So, any motorist would be well 
advised to take heed of their advice. 

Winter is the season requiring 
most care and preparation, if you’re 
to stay safe and avoid a breakdown. 

Here is the AA’s general advice for 
safe and trouble-free driving 
through the cold, dark months that 
lie ahead... 

Lights, heaters and wipers put 
high demands on the car battery. If 
your driving is mainly dark, rush- 
hour trips, the battery will give out 
eventually. 

Batteries rarely last longer than 
five years. Replacing one near the 
end of its life can save a lot of time 
and inconvenience at the side of the 
road. 

• Avoid running electrical systems 
any longer than necessary - turn 
the heater fan down and switch the 
heated rear window off once 
windows are clear. 

• If the car stands idle for most of 
the weekend, a regular overnight 
trickle charge is a good idea to give 
the battery a chance to revive. 

• Turn off non-essential electrical 
loads like lights, rear screen heater 
and wipers before trying to start the 
engine. 


A squealing noise as soon as the 
engine is started is a sign the water 
pump is frozen - it’s the fan belt 
slipping on the pulley. 

The cylinder block could be 
frozen,too. 

Stop the engine immediately and 
allow it to thaw out. This may take 
several days, unless the car can be 
moved to a heated garage. 

If the car begins to overheat a 
few miles from home, it’s likely that 
the radiator has frozen, preventing 
coolant from circulating. Stop 
straightaway, to avoid serious 
damage and allow the radiator to 
thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs only a few 
pounds, but a frozen and cracked 
engine block will cost hundreds of 
pounds to repair. 

• Most modern cars use long-life 
antifreeze - it’s important to use the 
right type and avoid mixing 
different types. Check the 
handbook or ask a dealer for 
advice. 

• Glycol-based antifreeze should 
be changed at least every two years. 

• You need a 50-50 mix of 
antifreeze and water in the cooling 
system for winter. This gives 
maximum protection down to -34° 
centigrade, and without it, severe 
engine damage costing hundreds of 
pounds can occur.
